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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Contradicting to the original disclosure, applicant now claims that the at least one 
of the score indication portions is colored irrespective of the color or colors of the 
uniform. The original claimed invention indicates the displaying score is colored 
according to the color of the team uniform. Such deviation or negative limitation is not 
found in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rosser et al. (5,264,933) in view of Kirschner (4,155,095). 
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Regarding claims 1-26, Rosser discloses a television displaying system for 
televising an event showing a second image source 27 and an image synthesizer 20 for 
inserting scores of a game onto the video image (see col. 1 1 , lines 31-35), except the 
score indication portion are colored so as to facilitate visual association of each score 
indication portion to a respective party according to the color of the uniform of the party. 
Kirschner, from the similar field of endeavor, discloses a user manipulatable chroma 
controller for coloring alpha-numeric information displayed on the screen, such as game 
score information (see col. 5, lines 23-53, and col. 1 , line 24). Since the controller is 
user manipulatable, the score color can be changed to any desired color, such as the 
color of a sport team uniform. It is clearly a matter of design choice. Kirschner teaches 
that by adding color to displayed objects or information, the images can be more 
visually pleasing (col. 1, lines 15-19). In addition to Kirschner's teaching, Rosser also 
teaches that the image source 27 can be any indicia or logo video source (col. 6, lines 
16-22). Hence, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention was made to include the chroma controller of Kirschner into Rosser to 
perform the well known functions as claimed. 

Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments filed 8/1 1/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In considering applicant's argument that the prior art fails to teach a concrete 
method of providing visual association between score indication portions and the 
respective parties in a television game event, the Examiner disagrees. In the rejection, 
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Kirschner '095 and Rosser et al. '933 have clearly demonstrated sport event score 
coloring is well known in the art. Especially, Kirschner concretely shows that each of 
the pixels in a letter can be color-coded. As admitted by the applicant, such technology 
is 23 years before applicant's invention. 

In considering applicant's argument that despite the existence of the color 
controller (of Kirschner) 23 years before the date of the invention, the particular use, 
which solves the specified problem was not offered until the date of the invention, a 
recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. MPEP 21 1 1 .02. ,
